It was as lone ago as the battle of Ink- 
man. The hero of the story Bllll lives.

Lord West went on to Intimate that 
Acton's object must be to take the bat- 
tery or drive It off. 

The young oiTicer marched ofE with 
his men, and Joining the two compan- 
ies, they formed nil three together one 
line, faring ihe batlery marked out for 



lunncnburs. the Russian Commander-

He moved forward, and sooo 
found himscli: quite alone at a distance 
of some thirty or forty yards in front 
of his men. Presently James Tvrell, a 
private in the 77th, ran out ot tho 
ranks, and placed himself by the aide 
of his Captain, saying. "Sir, I'll stand 
by you." Then another soldier sprang 
out of ilie company on the right, placed 
himself close abreast ot the Captain, 
whilst Tyrell continued to stand on 
the other side. The ofllcer and two sol- 
diers moved for^rard towards the bat- 
tery. They went a few yards without 
being followed, when suddenly, to Ac- 
ton's Infinite joy, the whole ol the 77th 
men movyd forward after their Captain 
and formed up behind him. The two 
companies did not long remain halted 
on the ground where Acton left them, 
but worked their way stendlly up In 
the direction of the battery. 

A distant yet formidable power now 
began to take part in the combat. 

First one, then another ot the mighty 
eighteen -pounder shot flew -wanESne 
ever the heads of our soldiers, who 
sought to strike at the haplcsa battery 
assailed. 

Acton's men were BtlH (earing onward 
to attack In front and Onnk. The Rus- 
ai.Tnr,, fearing leat tholr guns shoulil 
fall into the handa of our people, has- 
tened to limber up and retreat. When 
Acton and hlfi men ran un Into the 
Bleht ot the battery, they found only 
one gun-carriage and a couple of tum- 
hrlla. Thus tho battery was driven 
from ItH position.
